This is 
the question, to which, so far as we are able to 
judge of the circumstances, we are compelled 
to give a reluctant « "reluctant, because 
we acknowledge that Captain Luce acted in the 
main nobly, aad with an evident desire to do 
his duty. 

It te evident that there were not boats enongb 
for the accommodation of both crew and passén- 
gers. This was very culpable carelessness on 
the part of some one. Who, we are not, at the 
time of writing this, able to say. 

None ot the Arctic’s crow were saved by the 
French propeller Vesta—whic did not sink, ov 
account of ber held being divided into com. 
partments. The captain of the Vesta believed 
that the Arctic was not seriously injured, and 
soon lost sight of her in the fog. 

Tt seems that while safling through so dense 
a fog, the Arctic neither rung ber bell, fired 
gun, or made any other signal. This loots 
like great carelessness or excessive reck- 
leseness on the part et ber commander. Gen. 
erally, in cases of collision, a heavy steamship 
inflicts mach injury and receives little—run- 
ning down « smal! fishing vessel with scarcely 
a shock—bat we can scarcely imagine that 
this fact should inflvence the conduct of their 
captains.

In the fourteenth century, the Sor- 
bonne, or University of Paris, decided in ite 
favor, thus clothiag it with a kind of bigh the- 
ological acthority. The Council of Barilea, the 
Popes Seatus 1V., Alexander VI , of infemous 
memory, the Council of Trent, and (iregory 
XII1., decided for maintaining the commemo 
rative festival, without, however, mating of 
the question a dogma for the Church 

The Jceuits, those antagonists and mortal 
enemies of the Dominicans, espoused from the 
@art the cxuse of the Virgin agsinst them. In 
the course of time, the Jerulte gave to this 
worship in general « feverish intensity, sur 
tounding it with s sentimental and mystical 
halo, bestoying on it the mos’ raried explana- 
thomas and sign fications, ard opiifting it among 
thelr adept, and especially the lower clases 
and women.

OF THE UNITED STATES. 


We bave received the Patent Offlee Report 
for 1853, that part devoted to agricelture and 
the valuc of the farm products of the Usited 








We gather trom ite pages the following statis- 
ties of interest respecting the amounts and 
value of the various products and stock of the 
farms of the United States in 1853; 





The number of borned cattle and their pro- 
ducts exported from the Usited States in the 
last three years is as follows 


Cattle-raising is the great business of Dll. 
nois. The cost of raising, lo that State, a three 
year old Durham steer is f:om $12 to $15, and 
it brings from $14 to $25. A good dairy cow 
in [Minols is worth $25 in spring; in fall from 
$15 to $15. In Indiana cattle is boaght forthe 
purpose of taking, to the prairies, where large 
numbers are collected to sell to drovers of Obio 
aod Pennsylvania. The cost of keeping these 
cattle om the prairies is $100 for four or Sve 
hundred head of ca’tle during the summer. 
The cost of raising ceat esttle there till three 
years old is $2.50 per annum or $10.60 at thet 
They are worth on the spot $14 to $16 
each. Milch cows with their calves are valued 
atfrom $12 to $25. The cost of transporting 
cattle to the Atlantic cities veries with the sea- 
son, as wel! as with the price of grain. Driven 
on foot to Cinc'nnatl and thence by railroad to 
New York cost about $13. Fed on grein and 
driven on foot 70 days to New York cost the 
seme. Fed on carly grass and driven on foot 
69 days to Philadelpbis, or 70 days to New 
York, costs from $* to $9 each Pastured on 
late grass, and driven on foot 40 to 70 days to 
Philedelphia and New York costs from $5 to 
$4. In Missouri the California trade has in 

creased the price of cattle 200 per cent., and 
decreased the number in the same proportion.
